fleet is almost at Morro Castle; ahnost 
at the doors of Havana.

money, but wc have blood to shed and 
W'e are ready to shed it. We wdll throw 
them Into the sea.” 


The crowds interrupted him 
with 
shouts of approval and he finished his 
speech by shouting “Viva 
España,’ 
"Viva Rey.” “Long live the arm y, the 
navy and the volunteers.”

Organ m asio reaohed its climax w ith 
Bach; it may perhaps be said that all 
music did. 
A t any rato, one thing is 
certain— viz, if there 
has been any 
progrc«s 
in music since 
the day of 
p a c h , it has been duo to him. 
B ach’s 
J/niusic is polyphonic, and polyhony is 
true music. To its foundation upon this 
school is due the fact that there has been 
no decadonco in music in Cermauy, 
There lias been no atlvanco in poly­ 
phony since the days of Bach. 
Such 
advance as has bren made has heon in 
origimUity and boldness of mo:luiatiou. 


For pure organ njusio Bach still is 
and probably will always remain the 
greatest of all composer.s. 
Even with 
all the modern meehanical applianct;« 
that have been attaiihed to the organ 
his works are still very diilicult—pcr- 
hai)H the most ditiicult of orpan eomjio- 
sitions. 
He m ust have been as great an 
organist as he was a composer. 
That 
he should have been able to play upon 
the organ of his day works so exacting 
in tecJjnique as his own is simply m ar­ 
velous. 


It is one of the phenomena of musical 
history that, w hile orchestral, operatic 
and other branches of music were lu 
their infancy in Bach’s day and have 
developed since then, Bach brought or­ 
gan music to its climax. 
He was not 
the small source whence flowed a riv u ­ 
let which in tim e was to expand into a 
broad streani ; ho was the broad stream 
itself. 
The word “ Ba<'h, ” in (ìeruian, 
means a brook, which led* a famous 
Cierman composer to say pumiingly that 
this great m aster was not a Bacìi, but 
an ocean.— Forum.

Th.en liH fastens the blunt end in a corn­ 
cob and has ready lor use a weapon of 
notiii'an possiUilitii-.s. Um*e armed, how­ 
ever. and provided with a watch, the 
toi'eigntir manage.-- to live at a total ex- 
j^nsi* of about ¡r«» a m onth—and this 
may be regarded as a libi:ral estimate in 
most instances. 
The remaindtjr of his 
W'ages is saved tow’ard the purciha.si! of 
a vineyard or 
farm in the old country, 
whitlu-r almost all expect to return and 
spend their liviis.
